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Council gives Main Street Chamber $25,000 to continue 


Councilwoman MaryAnn MacGillivray was the 
dissenting voter when the Sierra Madre City 
Council (acting as Community Redevelopment Agen¬ 
cy) voted to fund $25,000 to the Sierra Madre 
Main Street Chamber of Commerce. Fifty per¬ 
cent of the funds will be available immediately 
and the balance to be released upon the acceptance 
of a report of the funding and program levels of 
the group for the complete 1991-92 fiscal year. 

Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan reminded the coun¬ 
cil that this funding had nothing to do with the 
Business Improvement District (BID) which is being 
sought by Main Street Chamber of Commerce, also. 


Councilman Clem Bartolai said “I’m willing to 
take a gamble...! think a lot of people worked hard 
to try to get something going. I’m not willing to 
allow them to drift.” 

MacGillivray pressed Main Street Chamber Judy 
Webb-Martin for a contingency plan should the BID 
not go further and the latter reminded the council 
that Main Street and Chamber are now one entity. 

President-elect Don Murphy noted, “We’d love 
to have the energy that’s opposing us, join us.” 

The council adopted Resolutions 91-45 and 91-46 
which merely gets the BID process started so the 
community can find out how many of the business 


owners and property owners are for or against the 
assessment process of raising funds for Main 
Street Chamber. 

A Sept. 10 public hearing is scheduled to hear 
all protests against the proposed assessment district, 
consider the BID and its program. 

Fifty-one percent of the assessed entities must 
oppose formally and in writing in order for the BID 
not to pass, said Ed Henning, consultant for the 
Main Street Chamber. He said it was not 51 
percent of the individuals which must oppose the 
plan but 51 percent of the entities. In other words, a 
multitude of property owners who own most of the 


downtown buildings could swing the vote. Finan¬ 
cial/utilities who are to be assessed $500 each could 
also swing the vote. It is not individuals but the 
amount of an assessment that will determine the 
vote. 

According to state law, the opposing side must 
provide the burden of proof. 

The City Council will be the final determining vote, 
however. If that body decides against the BID, it 
will not pass, no matter what the vote. Each year 
the assessment process must be repeated and re-

His parents, Ray and Joy Carlson, live 
in Altadena. He and his wife, whom he met in 
Germany, had .both of their daughters, Ingrid and 
Sonja, when they lived here and they moved to 
London in 1990. 

Carlson and his parents have lived all over the 
world because his father was a petroleum engineer. 
The film maker came to California 17 years ago, 
attended Pasadena City College and USC before 
going on the his vocation. 

David Rolfe, with whom he is planning to do

Documentary film to be shot here will feature Ross’ book 
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National Federation 
of Independent Business 
will support affordable 
health care 


The National Federation 
of lndependentBusi- 
ness (NFIB) Califor¬ 
nia recently announced 
it will actively support 
Assembly Bill 4196, a 
measure that would help 
bring affordable health 
insurance to employers 
wishing to sponsor health 
coverage for their 
employees. 

“At long last we have 
a bill that will actually 
do something about 
the number one problem 
for small businesses 
securing health insurance: 
cost,” said Martyn 
Hopper, state director 
of NFIB/California—the 
largest small-business 
organization in the state. 

The legislation by 
Assemblyman William 
Baker (R-Walnut Creek) 
and Assemblywoman 
Bev Hansen (R-Napa) 
contains several features 
designed to encourage 
business owners to offer 
health plans to employees. 
The Bill is scheduled for 
a hearing at 1 p.m. 
Monday before the 
Assembly Finance and 
Insurance Subcommittee. 
Among other things, AB 
4196 would: 

• Permit insurers to 
offer less costly no-frills 
health policies; 

• Impose rating and 
underwriting restrictions 
on carriers to eliminate 
disparities among 
different coverage groups; 

• Create a reinsurance 
pool to cover high risk 
people; 

• Provide tax credits 
to encourage business 
owners to purchase the 
no-frills policies; 


• Expand Medi-Cal 
assistance to the poor 
and near poor to meet 
their needs and reduce 
cost-shifting. 

Hopper said the 
mandatory plans pro¬ 
posed in other legislation 
ignore the fundamental 
health care problem— 
skyrocketing medical 
costs. These other plans 
only shift the high 
medical bills to the 
business community— 
particularly small 
businesses—without red¬ 
ucing costs,” he said. 
“They are elaborate shell 
games to divert attention 
from the fact that the 
tab for medical services 
is unreasonably high.” 

California has about 
4.8 million residents 
without health insurance, 
including 3.6 million 
working people and their 
dependents. The coali¬ 
tion’s goal is to come up 
with a $50-a-month 
insurance policy, Hopper 
said. “At $50 a month, 
we think the vast 
majority of businesses 
without insurance 
benefits would make 
them available to emp¬ 
loyees and this would 
eliminate the need for 
a mandated insurance 
law,” he said. “We think 
AB 4196 goes a long 
way toward reaching 
that goal.”

It was a simple home town parade with home 
made floats, cars decorated with red, white and 
blue, scads and scads of decorated bicycles, 
walking clowns and marchers of all sorts. 

The Sierra Madre Rescue Team was amply 
represented along with Miner Harkness’s blood 
hounds. Several of the floats were from the 
local service clubs with a large conglomerate of 
Volunteer Fire Department equipment. 

The parade, as it does now, started at Sun¬ 
nyside and Sierra Madre Boulevard, marching 
down the boulevard to Vista Park. At the park 
there were many booths, some pertaining to 
eats and others games of chance. These booths 
were manned by the various clubs and included 


hot dogs, hamburgers and various other eatable 
commodities, but the one that seemed to be the 
most popular was the watermelon booth, which 
did “a land office business.” In the afternoon 
baseball games were played and families had a 
general picnic bash. 

It was about this time frame that “Huck Finn 
Day” was established by the Parks and Recrea¬ 
tion Department of the City. The affair was 
held at the spreading grounds of the city just 
north of Vista Park. One of the spreading basin 
areas was filled with water and several hundred 
good size trout were purchased and put into the 
pool. 

On a specified Saturday the small fry of the 
city, along with their dads, were allowed to 
have a fishing contest. The cost of each pole 
was 25 cents and so that no boy would go 
without fishing the Sierra Madre Fire Depart¬ 
ment had several members with quarters in 
their pockets to finance the less fortunate. This 
activity still prevails in our city today. Prizes 
were given for the largest fish caught, the most 
fish caught and various other excuses to make it 
a very festive occasion.

City seeks volunteers 
for ad hoc committee 

The Sierra Madre City Council has 
established an Ad Hoc Cable TV Advisory 
Committee to provide valuable assistance to the 
City Council and citizens as the City prepares 
to enter cable television franchise negotiations. 
The City Council encourages interested volun¬ 
teers to apply immediately for appointment 
to the committee. 

The committee is to be comprised of seven 
Sierra Madre residents representing the mass 
communications industry, the TelArts Founda¬ 
tion, and other interested residents. The Cable 
Advisory Committee will act prior to and 
during negotiations to provide critical 
analysis of the current franchise agreement 
with Cablevision, make comparative analysis 
of the franchise agreements of other 
municipalities, evaluate service provided to 
Sierra Madre over the course of the current 
agreement to determine the extent of compliance 
with the terms of the agreement, and to 
obtain citizen input concerning service level, 
programming, signal reception, and rates. 

The Cable Advisory Committee will meet 
about twice per month until the city determines 
the terms of a new cable franchise agreement. 
Applications may be obtained from the city’s 
administrative offices and will be accepted at 
City Hall until Aug. 23.

Mayor Pro Tern Gary Adams suggested that the 
city staff “pull together the ground rules and make 
sure they are circulated and made available to all 
interested parties so we’re playing game on level 
ground.” 

The council chose to put off until the Aug. 27 
agenda the public hearing for adoption of the 1991-92 
transportation system. That will give staff time to 
have new Request for Proposals for the transit 
system which may include installing a central dis¬ 
patch system. 

Both MacGillivray and Mayor Pro Tern Adams 
met with Western Waste Industries, Sierra Madre’s 
trash haulers, as a sub-committee and went away 
from the two meetings “frustrated,” they reported. 

Adams said they hope to get them “to agree to 
an accelerated program concerning green waste and 
recyclables but there was no formal followup.” 

City Councilman Clem Bartolai made the motion 
to adopt the resolution that would establish higher 
rates; i.e., single families, duplexes or multiple fam¬ 
ily units would go up to $11 per month including 
$7.50 for operating expenses and $3.50 for landfill 
fees. 

Residential apartments or multiple family units 
would have varying rates depending on the number 
of units served. That would include the same fees for 
operating costs and landfill fees. 

The existing contract is for a three-year period 
only and Western Waste must provide a one-week 
and one-month fee schedule for bin service on 
special requests. The council also passed the 
motion for a $3 recycling fee to be returned to the city 
with a voucher to allow those who have recycled 
to receive credit. They also voted to start an 
environmental fund with residue of recycling fees. 

In other news, the council set Aug. 27 for 
a public hearing to consider an Air Quality Improve¬ 
ment Fund. MacGillivray and Bartolai decried the 
money that is open for appropriation from the state 
government. 

Bartolai said that nothing Sierra Madre could 
do would “make a dent in air pollution and that 
we don’t have control of the funds appropriated.” 


Orange Grove plans discussed 


Mayor Andrew Roy Buchan and Mayor 
Pro Tem Gary Adams, as well as City Ad¬ 
ministrator Jim McRea, met last week with Ar¬ 
cadia representatives to discuss plans for 
Orange Grove, the street separating the two 
towns. 

Also meeting were Arcadia City Coun- 
cilmen George Fasching and Robert Harbicht 
(mayor and mayor pro tem), along with City 
Engineers Joe Lopez, Arcadia, and Kev 


Tcharkhoutian, Sierra Madre. 

Arcadia is ready to go further with street 
repair, “with the street not to be substantially 
widened, some places to be pushed out, speed 
as low as possible and preserving the look as it 
is now,” said Adams. He also said that no ma¬ 
jor specimen trees would be moved with only 
“three to five trees (palms) moved.” 

By Aug. 27, they hope to bring a resolution 
to Sierra Madre City Council that is workable 
for both cities. 


TheaterQuest principals enthused

Among the 16 professionals in theater arts 
who met in Pacific Palisades Aug. 6 to define 
more plans for TheaterQuest was Lamont 
Johnson, Emmy-award-winning director of tele¬ 
vision, movies, stage and opera. 

Tom Larson was also among those to dis¬ 
cuss TheaterQuest, a nonprofit organization 
wanting to bring a Shakespearean theater to 
Sierra Madre. Larson is producer of the UCLA- 
sponsored, eight-hour “Mahabarata” and of 
Los Angeles’ Olympic Arts Festival. 

TheaterQuest, with Eric Waterhouse as 
president, has appeared before the Parks and 
Recreation Commission and will be applying 
for permission to operate within the city if 
they get the go-ahead from the P and A 
Commission. 

Waterhouse spoke passionately of his sense 
of mission in trying to build an organization 
that would not only provide quality Shakespear¬ 
ean performances for critical audiences, but 
would involve local young people in worth¬ 
while educational and creative activities leading 
to theater and other skills. He and several 
others spoke of the way theater had given 
discipline, recognition and a sense of family 
to their lives at crucial times in their growing 
up. 

“What we are trying to do is create a 
vehicle whereby young people can work side 
by side with professionals and learn all the 
aspects of theater,” Waterhouse said. 

“We are reaching for a child-oriented edu¬ 
cational program that uses theater as a motiva¬ 
tion for the widely various skills that theater 
requires, design, music, carpentry, electricity, 
costume construction, dance as well as vocal 
and physical expression, and the self-confidence 
that all these skills imply,” he continued. 

Questions as to financing were answered 
by Nick Sanders and Jennifer Waterhouse, 
specialists in the development of funding 
for nonprofit organizations, finding grants and 
endowments suited to the various activities. 
They are donating their time pro bono. 

Sierra Madre is the first choice of location 
because of its semi-rural location and small 
town atmosphere while being accessible to 
the San Gabriel Valley where such a program

would fill a need. Comparison was made to the 
town of Ashland, Oregon, where the summer 
Shakespeare festival has put a town on the map 
as a center for the arts without unduly dis- 
turbing the rural atmosphere which Is as import¬ 
ant to the Festival as to the inhabitants. 

“We hope Sierra Madre couid use the sup¬ 
port of theater goers who would buy and eat in 
the city in the spirit of culture provided by 
William Shakespeare and then go home to 
their own beds.” 

The program is ready to make use of the 
several hundred years of theatrical experience, 
both joys and problems, distributed among the 
members of this planning group. Only the word 
of the city council on Aug. 27 is needed to 
spark a full go-ahead. 

“Other cities in the San Gabriel Valley 
have indicated an eager interest, but we are 
hoping that TheaterQuest will find a welcome 
and a home in Sierra Madre.” said Waterhouse. 

Lamont Johnson is known for the television 
series, “The Kennedys,” and Gluck’s “Orpheus 
and Euridice” FOR Los Angeles and Santa Fe. 
He told the group last Tuesday that he was 
“eager to see quality standards.” He dates his 
50-year career from drama classes at Pasadena’s 
Wilson Junior High School and the Pasadena 
Playhouse, spoke of the tie it takes to field 
a professional quality operation and pressed that 
it begin immediately. 

Among speakers for the educational part 
of the organization which hopes to develop into 
a series of workshops and apprenticeships for 
youngsters from 5 through the teens, were Tina 
Cocumelli Kirby, chair of Fine Arts at Poly¬ 
technic School and instructor in theater and 
communications; Timothy Farrell, musical di¬ 
rector at First Methodist Church in Pasadena 
and a graduate of the Wesley Conservatory of 
Music; and Bruce Gill, Sierra Madre resident 
and professor of Theater Arts at Pasadena City 
College. 

Kirby and Farrell were involved with Broad¬ 
way musicals for several summers at the 
Methodist Church as a form of outreach, 
giving young people a valuable way to spend 
quality vacation time, and Gill is senior di¬ 
rector at PCC’s Little Theater.

Rose new Wistaria escrow manager 


In last week’s Pepper 
Tree column, we talked 
about the business card 
that Rick Allor had found 
in his home that is being 
demolished. The name 
was Everett Hinojos and 
the number was 195-4. 

Phyllis Chapman, vil¬ 
lage historian, answered 
as follows: 

The telephone number 
1954 Rick Allor found has 
me stumped, too. I had 
not seen it before. 1 
believe Everett Hinojos 
was (or isjJoe’s brother. 

This is what I know: In 
the beginning Sierra Mad- 
re received its phone ser¬ 
vice by lines from Pasa¬ 
dena and Monrovia. In 
1908 there were 10 Pasa¬ 
dena “Home” subscri¬ 


bers and 21 Monrovia 
“Sunset” subscribers. 
With increased demand 
for phone service W. E. 
Farman started the Sierra 
Madre Telephone & Tele¬ 
graph Co. which he ran 
from his residence at 
128 N. Baldwin Ave. A 
four-party line system was 
installed using four colors 
as prefixes: Red, blue, 
green and black, followed 
by two numbers, at first 
just up to 90. “Main” 
was the prefix for private 
or business lines. 

Our dial system was 
installed in 1940. 

The prefixes “Custer” 
and then “Elgin” were 
used in the 1940s and 
’50s until we went to an 
all digit system.

Our Pastor was giving 
us a short course in 
miracles and he used from 
Mark 5 Jesus’ healing 
of the bleeding woman 
as an example.

She had seen 
many doctors and had 
suffered much pain. The 
very nature of her 
ailment had driven her 
underground because of 
the shame attached. She 
approached Jesus with 
great caution because she 
knew from Leviticus 
that she would contami¬ 
nate Him and make Him 
ceremonially unclean if 
she touched Him. Her 
faith was such that she 
knew that if she could 
but just touch his cloak 
she would be healed. 
However, because her 
plight was dire, she came 
up behind Him in the 
crowd and touched His 
mantle and immediatley 
her bleeding stop. Jesus 
realized that power had 


gone from Him and asked 
who touched Him. The 
woman shamefully fell 
at His kness trembling 
but Jesus comforted her 
with these words, 
“Daughter, your faith 
has healed you.” 

The moral for us all 
here is two-fold.

Shakespeare is one of 
the most brilliant users 
of the English language. 
Words and usages he in¬ 
vented are part of com¬ 
mon speech today. In 
early America, the two 
books generally available 
were the King James 
(successor to Elizabeth I 
and patron of the 
theater) Bible, and the 
plays of William 
Shakespeare. Together 
they set a pattern for 
poetic speech that is still 
with us. Poor is the per¬ 
son who cannot 
recognize the source of 
“All the world’s a 
stage,” “Lend me your 
ears,” or “What’s in a 
name?” 

Four hundred years 
do make a difference 
in the language though, 
and certain problems 
aiise. Some words have 
become completely ob¬ 
solete and some have 
changed meaning. The 
Elizabethans delighted in 
tricky word games - puns 
and double meanings 
that were a test of 
quickness of wit, and 
those who were good at 
it were much admired. It 
was a social skill like the 
ability to take part in 
madrigal singing, 
another of the creative 
pastimes of people 
without entertainment 
media. 


Many of the comics in 
Shakespeare have lots of 
these puns to deal with, 
which is fine if the mean¬ 
ings have not changed, 
but quite often they 
have, and actors Find 
themselves trying 
desperately to be funny 
when the audience has 
few clues as to what’s go¬ 
ing on. 

Which brings to mind 
the current production 
of “As You Like It” at 
Occidental’s Hillside 
Theater. The light¬ 
hearted plot about the 
many kinds of love pro¬ 
vides a showcase for 
some of the group’s best 
actors, and shows what 
imaginative direction can 
do. Hillary Spector is the 
lively Rosalind who mas- 
quarades as a boy to give 
the man she admires 
lessons in love, Karen 
Musich is her willing 
confederate, Celia, and 
Joe Price is the stalwart 
object of her affections. 
Morgan Rusler (who is 
getting a work-out this 
season as both Mozart 
and Jack Point) is the 
evil brother, Oliver, and 
if anybody can make 
Oliver believable, he can. 

I ran into a friend the 
other day who told me 
she disliked 

Shakespeare’s plays. I 
was astonished, but it 
seemed that her only ex-

perience of Shakespeare 
was reading it in high 
school. I was fortunate 
enough to have been 
brought up on 
Shakespeare with the 
idea that while reading it 
was difficult at first, the 
effort and study were 
worth it for the good 
stories, a little like 
decyphering a code. 

Of course, 

Shakespeare’s plays were 
never meant to be read. 
They were working 
scripts for professional 
actors, intended to be in¬ 
terpreted, and seeing the 
plays is an absolute 
necessity to their full en¬ 
joyment. Good per¬ 
formers who know what 
they are talking about 
can make even 
Elizabethan language 
quite clear. 

And finding perfor¬ 
mances is not difficult, 
since there are five or six 
of the plays available in 
the Los Angeles area at 
almost any moment in 
time. 


Veteran Tom Shelton 
gives color and humor to 
the banished Duke, and 
Ken Clement as Charles, 
the wrestler, creates out 
of whole cloth the kind 
of character you might 
see opposed to Hulk 
Hogan, and fights a 
delightfully managed 
battle. 

Two triumphs of 
casting are Alan 
Freeman as the dolorous 
Jaques, who gives 
wonderous nuances to 
familiar speeches and far 
more depth and charm to 
the character than is 
usual, and Jim Martin 
(Soliari of “Amadeus”) 
who turns loose his crisp 
comic skills as the jester, 
Touchstone. There is one 
speech of Touchstone’s, 
full of obscure 
references, which 
everybody who has ever 
done “As You Like It” 
would like to skip. But 
it’s impossible to do that 
because it is the only 
chance the ladies have to 
make an important 


costume change. Martin 
has so punctuated the 
speech with amusing ac¬ 
tion as to get real guf¬ 
faws out of it — a tour 
de force if ever there was 
one. 

This is a leisurely, 
good humored perfor¬ 
mance, punctuated by 
good singing of original 
music, with so many 
characters that pros like 
Bonita Friedericy, 
Shelton and Clement 
double in some of them, 
so well disguised that on¬ 
ly the program gives 
them away. (Whatever 
happened to George 
Spelvin?) 

Director Christopher 
Shelton has set his play 
in France, as did 
Shakespeare, but in 
Napoleonic times as to 
costume, which works 
very well. “As You Like 
It” will play again on 
Aug. 15, 16, 17, 21, 23, 
25, and 29. Call (213) 
259-2772 for reserva¬ 
tions.

Documentary film to be shot here

David Windsor Rolfe, who has researched the 
relationship between science and Christianity, par¬ 
ticularly the evolution-versus-creation debate, has 
become part of the team to produce and direct Dr. 

Hugh Ross’ “The Fingerprint of God...” in the 
Sierra Madre and Pasadena areas this fall. 

Rolfe, who was born in Southend, England, won 
a British Academy Award for “The Silent Witness” 
in 1978. The film was an investigation into the 
Shroud of Turin. The film’s success is due to the fact 
that it presented “a remarkable array of scientific 
discoveries in a highly accessible and gripping way,” 

Rolfe’s fans said. 

The British Broadcasting Company bought the 
film for the U.K. and gave it pride of place on the 
cover of the Easter edition of “Radio Times” which 
is the BBC-equivalent to “TV Guide.” This was the 
first time in Britain for an independently made 
documentary. 

Rolfe spent 18 months distributing and pro¬ 
moting the film around the world. The film won fur-

ther festival prizes in San Francisco, Banff, Miami, 
Houston and Manila. 

Following this success, Rolfe, who is married and 
has two daughters, spent time researching other pro¬ 
jects which present science and Christianity 
together. 

London Weekend Television (LWT) invited Rolfe 
to take up a non-exclusive contract in its “Features 
and Current Affairs” department. He made several 
“Credos” and other religious programs as well as 
directing “Skin,” the first series made specifically 
lor the black community, and “The Thatcher 
Years,” to mark the 10th anniverary of Margaret 
Thatcher’s term as prime minister. He then became 
senior producer/director with the department and 
principal director on ITV’s flagship current affairs 
program, “Weekend World.” 

In 1989 he and Paul Kent formed the Screenpro 
Partnership which has just completed its first year of 
operations. Regular clients now include Barclays 
Bank, the Woolwich Building Society and Wates 
PLC. Due this month for completion is the final 
episode of LWT’s major religious series, “Faith in 
the Future.” 

Part of Rolfe’s draw toward “The Fingerprint of 
God...” was the emerging incontrovertible evidence 
of “design” in the universe, he said. 

But, what particularly fascinated him about Dr. 
Ross’ book, is how well it helps bridge the large and 
often emotionally charged gap between those in the 
Judeo-Christian faiths who believe the Bible 
postulates Creation events clustered around 4000 BC 
(“It doesn’t,” per Ross); and those who believe that 
science shows overwhelming evidence for a much 
older universe and who therefore (“mistakenly...”) 
believe this discredits the book of Genesis.

Grand Award winner, British Columbia Science 
Fair, 1963; British Columbia Provincial Scholar¬ 
ship, 1963-67; National Research Council of Canada 
Graduate Fellowship, 1968-72; National Research 
Council of Canada Post-doctoral Fellowship, 
1973-75; listed in Outstanding Young Men of 
America, 1979 and 1980. 

He has a plethora of professional and popular 
publications and has appeared on television, radio, 
and many conferences and campus lectures. 

“Astronomy is successful in measuring the 
parameters of the universe. If you can measure crea¬ 
tion, you can measure the Creator,” Ross said. 
“The Creator must be a transcendent being, namely, 
to have the capacity to create independent of matter, 
energy and the dimensions of length, width, height 
and time. There are four dimensions in the universe. 
Dealing with the God of the Bible is described in 
those words.” 

He said, “You can go one step further. We can 
determine that the Creator must be a personal being, 
must care for the human race. That narrows it down 
to God of the Bible and only the God of the Bible.” 

When asked if you can measure distance of the 
universe, he said, “We don’t know the center of the 
universe, only the surface. We can measure the 
limits for different objects of the universe. Each ob¬ 
ject has different limits. After all, we are looking 
back in time. In the beginning there were no stars. A 
billion years later stars appeared. The oldest galaxies 
are younger than the universe, therefore.” 

How old is the universe? Seventeen billion years, 
he answered, then added, “Give us a few more mon¬ 
ths and we can be precise to 5 percent.” 

When asked if Dr. Ross believes in the devil, he 
said “Oh yes. He resides, moves and operates in 
some of the extra dimensions. The Creator moves in 
a minimum of 10 dimensions of space and time. The 
whole universe operates in four dimensions.” 

There will be subsequent interviews with Dr. Ross 
in The News. 

But for now, he asks that people who have ques¬ 
tions about science and faith should call the hotline, 
Monday through Friday, 5 to 7 p.m., at 355-6058.

Sierra Madre resident Steven Scheele decided 
to work as a volunteer for Dr. Hugh Ross, founder 
and president of “Reasons to Believe,” when he 
first heard Ross speak in a Bible study class in 
Sierra Madre Congregational Church. 

Scheele is now vice president of the nonprofit 
organization, assisting with administration, data 
processors, marketing.

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City Council delays decision 
on aerosol, spray paint storage 


Objecting to storage 
requirements for aerosol 
spray paint and dye con¬ 
tainers by businesses, the 
Arcadia City Council did 
not adopt a proposed ord¬ 
inance at last week’s meet¬ 
ing and voted to reintro¬ 
duce the ordinance at its 
meeting set for Aug. 20. 

Kel Mason, executive 
vice president of the Ar¬ 
cadia Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, reported to the 
council that 10 stores in 
the city carry the aerosol 
paint spray. Letters 
from several of those busi¬ 
nesses pointed out that 
“there are adequate laws 


controlling the sale of 
spray paint,“ “the graf¬ 
fiti problem is a social 
issue, ....‘locking up’ the 
spray paint will not solve 
the problem,” and that 
requiring merchants to 
keep spray paint in a lock¬ 
ed area is “a poor means 
of solving the problem.” 

The proposed ordinance, 
which was designed to 
help control graffiti in 
Arcadia as well as sur¬ 
rounding communities, 
would have required “any 
business or establishment 
offering for sale to the 
public any paint or dye 
packaged in aerosol spray 


paint can or containers 
shall keep, store and 
maintain such aerosol 
spray paint cans or con¬ 
tainers in a place that is 
locked and secured, or 
otherwise inaccessible to 
the public.” 

Other items slated for 
the Aug. 20 council meet¬ 
ing are the introduction 
of an ordinance regard¬ 
ing the regulation of alarm 
systems, specifically pen¬ 
alties for false alarms, and 
a public hearing on an 
appeal of a planning com¬ 
mission denial for a bil¬ 
liard club at 320-326 E. 
Huntington Drive.
